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PART 213-- TRADE REMEDY ASSI STANCE
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§ 213.1 Purpose and applicability of part.

Section 339 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as anended, establishes in the
Conmi ssion an office known as the Trade Renmedy Assistance Office and directs
t he Conmi ssion to provide general information to the public, upon request,
and, to the extent feasible, assistance and advice to interested parties
concerning the renedi es and benefits available under the trade |laws identified
in 8 213.2(b) and the procedures to be foll owed and appropriate filing dates
in investigations under the trade laws. In coordination with other agencies
adm ni stering the trade | aws, the Trade Renedy Assistance O fice al so shal
provi de technical assistance as defined in 8 213.2(d), to eligible smal
busi nesses seeking to obtain the renmedi es and benefits avail abl e under the
trade | aws.

The rules in this Part govern the establishnment of the Trade Renedy
Assi stance Ofice, its function, small business eligibility for technica
assi stance and procedures for obtaining such assistance. Menbers of the
public seeking general information fromthe Trade Renedy Assistance Ofice are
not subject to the application procedures set forth in this Part.

8§ 213.2 Definitions.

(a) Ofice. The Trade Renedy Assistance Ofice (hereinafter "Ofice")
provi des general information to the public, upon request, and, to the extent
feasi bl e, assistance and advice to interested parties concerning the renedies
and benefits avail able under the trade laws identified in 8§ 213.2(b) and the
procedures to be foll owed and appropriate filing dates in investigations under
those trade laws. In coordination with other agencies responsible for
adm nistering the trade laws listed in 8§ 213.2(b), the Ofice also provides
techni cal assistance, as defined in 8§ 213.2(d), to eligible small businesses
that seek to obtain renedies and benefits under the trade laws. The Ofice's
address is Trade Renmedy Assistance Ofice, U S. International Trade
Conmi ssion, 500 E Street, S.W, Wshington, D.C. 20436.

(b) Trade Laws. The trade laws (with respect to which genera
i nformati on and techni cal assistance are available) are defined as: (1)
chapter 1 of title Il of the Trade Act of 1974 (19 U. S.C. 2251 et seq.
relating to injury caused by inport conpetition); (2) chapters 2 and 3 of such
title Il (relating to adjustment assistance for workers and firms); (3)
chapter 1 of title Ill of the Trade Act of 1974 (19 U S.C. 2411 et seq.
relating to relief fromforeign inport restrictions and export subsidies); (4)
title VI of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U S.C. 1671 et seq., relating to the
i mposition of countervailing duties and antidunping duties); (5) section 232
of the Trade Expansion Act of 1962 (19 U.S.C. 1862, relating to the
saf eguardi ng of national security); (6) section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930
(19 U.S.C 1337, relating to unfair practices in inmport trade); and (7)
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section 406 of the Trade Act of 1974 (19 U S.C. 2436, relating to market
di sruption).

(c) Administering Agencies. Adm nistering agency refers to the agency
or agenci es responsible for adm nistering a particular trade law. The trade
laws relating to injury caused by inmport conpetition, unfair practices in
i nport trade and market disruption are adm nistered by the Commi ssion. The
trade laws relating to countervailing and anti dunping duties are jointly
adm ni stered by the Conm ssion and the Departnment of Commerce. The trade | aws
relating to adjustnent assistance for firns and saf eguardi ng national security
are adm ni stered by the Departnent of Commerce. The trade law relating to
adj ust ment assi stance for workers is adm nistered by the Departnment of Labor
The trade law relating to relief fromforeign inport restrictions and export
subsidies is adm nistered by the United States Trade Representative.

(d) Technical assistance. Technical assistance is informal advice and
assi stance, including informal |egal advice, intended to enable eligible smal
busi nesses to determ ne the appropriateness of pursuing particular trade
renedies, to prepare petitions and conplaints (other than those which are
frivolous in the opinion of the agency) and to seek to obtain the renedi es and
benefits available under the trade laws identified in 8§ 213.2(b). Technica
assistance is available to eligible small businesses at any tine until the
conpletion of administrative review or of an appeal to the adm nistering
agency regardi ng proceedi ngs under the trade laws listed in 8§ 213.2(b).
Techni cal assistance does not include | egal representation of an eligible
smal | business or advocacy on its behalf and recei pt of technical assistance
does not ensure that the recipient will prevail in any trade renedy
proceedi ng. The O fice provides such technical assistance independently of
ot her Conmm ssion staff but may consult with other staff as appropriate.

(e) Applicant. An applicant is an individual, partnership, corporation
joint venture, trade or other association, cooperative, group of workers, or
certified or recognized union, or other entity that applies for technica
assi stance under this Part.

(f) Eligible Small Business. An eligible small business is an applicant
that the Ofice has determined to be entitled to technical assistance in
accordance with the SBA size standards and the procedures set forth in this
Part .

(g) SBA Size Standards. SBA size standards are the small business size
standards of the Small Business Adnministration set forth in 13 CFR 121.2. The
SBA si ze standards categorize business concerns according to the Standard
Industrial Classification ("SIC') code of the Bureau of the Census and base
the size determi nation upon the nunber of enployees or annual receipts of the
busi ness concern in the appropriate SIC category.

§ 213.3 Determ nation of small business eligibility.

(a) Application for Technical Assistance from Small Busi nesses. An
applicant for technical assistance nust certify that it qualifies as a snal
busi ness under the appropriate size standard(s) and that it is an
i ndependent |y owned and operated conpany. An application for technica
assistance is available fromthe Ofice. The application nmust be signed under
oath by an officer or principal of the applicant. The conpleted application
shoul d be submitted to the Ofice at the address set forth in 8§ 213.2(a).

(b) Application for Technical Assistance fromJoint Applicants, Trade

Associ ations and Unions. |If several businesses jointly or simultaneously from
the sane industry apply for technical assistance, each business must neet the
appropriate SBA size standard(s) and so certify. |If a trade association

applies for technical assistance, an officer of the trade association nust
certify that eighty (80) percent of the trade association's nmenbers are
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conpani es that neet the appropriate size standard(s) and provide a listing of
menbers of the association. |If a union applies for technical assistance, an
of ficer of the union nmust certify that the union has | ess than ten thousand
(10, 000) nmenmbers within the industry for which trade relief is being sought.
Applications for trade associations or for unions to request technical
assistance are available fromthe Ofice. Applications nust be signed under
oath by an officer of the association or union and conpl eted applications
shoul d be submitted to the Ofice as set forth in § 213.2(a).

(c) Determination of Eligibility and Notification of Determination. The
Ofice shall determ ne whether the applicant is eligible for technical
assistance and notify the applicant of the determination within ten (10) days
of receipt of a properly conpleted application. Pursuant to 19 U S.C.

1339(c) (1), the Ofice's determnation of eligibility is not reviewable by any
ot her agency or by any court.

(d) Notification to Administering Agencies. Wen an applicant seeks
techni cal assistance on matters involving the trade laws, and the Ofice
determ nes that the applicant is eligible for technical assistance, the Ofice
shall: (1) pronptly notify the appropriate adm nistering agency or agencies of
the Ofice's determnation that the applicant is eligible to receive technical
assistance; and (2) consult with that adm nistering agency or agencies as to
t he provision of technical assistance to that applicant.

§ 213.4 Disclosure of receipt of technical assistance.

An eligible small business that has received technical assistance from
the O fice nust state that it has received technical assistance fromthe Trade
Renedy Assistance Ofice in any resulting petition, conplaint or application
which is filed with the Conm ssion or any other agency which adm nisters the
trade | aw under which renedies or benefits are sought.

8 213.5 Access to Comnm sSSion resources.

Conmi ssion resources, in addition to the Ofice's resources, are
available to an eligible small business to the same extent that such resources
are available to nenbers of the general public. No special rights of access
to Comm ssion resources shall be accorded to an eligible snmall business.

§ 213.6 Informati on concerni ng assi stance.

Any person may contact the Ofice with questions regarding eligibility
for technical assistance.
